CUBA.
Efforts of the Spanish Regency to Exclte Hos
tility ngainst the Unlted Stntes.

This wns tl:lv'L{ru;?hl‘_'d from Washington yes-
terday to the N, Y. Tribune:—

Letters have been received here recently from
an netive 8panish republiean connected with the
Madrid press, which speak nt some length of the
efforts made by the regency to excite hostility
against the United States on acoount of Cnban
affaire. The object Is really, accordiog to the
writer, to enable General Prim and his coadju-
tors to put some foreign prince upon the throne,
and thus bar the forward progress of the Demo-
cratic party. Tt Is asserted in the lotters that
the Republicans have been growing more formida-
ble dally, and nt any opportune moment they
would be ready to assmme the inftintive.  They,
aceording to this writer, world be perfectly rondy
to accept Cuban independence, The gov-
ernment nre cncouracing o war u;.irh ngninst
the American republic, boeause it is really the
best way out of its Internal difficulties. The
Republican leaders are determined o oppose
this outburst, but from the Indications mani-
fested at the date of the correspondence, it wonld
be diffieult to keep even their followers intact
on the Cuban lssue, The Democratic party have
logt all confidence in Prim, and think that his
visit to Franes I8 designed only to arrange for
some regal candidate of whom Napoleon will
approve, and he (Prim) ean control.  Thove s
no friendship lost, these letters assert, between
Serrnno and Prim. and it is believed that the
former would not he unwilling to aceept the
medintion proposed by General Bickles on the
part of his Government

The Fietitions Vietory.

Correspondence from Havana, dated the 11th,
says:—On the 7th Instant, the Spanish journals
rllhliéhl:rl the |lrri\'.|lc nud offielal accounts ol the
mdtle of Iws Tunas, They put the number of
the [nsurgent forces at G000 men, while thelr
own, they say, did not amount (o as moauy ns
450, counting veterans, voluntecrs, and firemen.
The Spaniards insist that they were the winners
in the fieht, This spems strange, for Bonlche.
the telegraph operator, the Commissary of War,
the Health Physician. and the Postmastor, all
from Las Tunas, are now in our city. A part of
the garrison of Las Tunaz Is here, and the re-
mainder with Benegasi. These fucts being true,
how could it happen that the victory was gained
by the Spaniards ?

Omicinl Mail Robbery.

The Government s ot present playing an ex-
traovdinary card. When the Colambia, on her
lnst trip, was ready to leave here, many lpa;:r.-u'nna.
as s alwaye the case, went to the house of
Prain & Co., the econsignees, with their hands
full of letters for New York, France, England,
Germany, and other foreign parts.  Arriving at
the door, they encountered the police, who took
in hand every letter; and as there were, down-
stairs and upstairs in the oifice, many brokers
andl collectors also, these latter were examined
for letters, and many were compelled Lo open
thelr purses and pocket-liooks In order that hid-
den trensure mlzht be discovered. Many of the
letters were written In langoages very differcnt
from Castillan; and as, perhaps, not one of the
police conld read anytbhing but Spanizh, %‘un can
readily understand what fort of contusion was
hronght about. The consequence was, that o
very short mail was taken by the Columbla, and
doubitless the same will bappen with the Mis-
souri, which leaves at 5 o'clock to-day for
Nas=sau and New York. The Mariposa; which
bears thisto yon, will earry a Inrge part of the Co-
lumbin's maile. This Is not the only ditieulty
in the way; for letters from New York and
abrond to Havana people arve frequently detalned
at the post oflice, and sometlmes never reach
the persons addressed. The feeling against

foreigners, porticularly Americaus, is growing |

more and more bitter cvery day., A foreigoer
here ul prezent Los no safety other than in a
well-sealed mouth.

Fillbustering Expeditions.

Contrary to expectations, the Havana journals
affect to treat slightingly the sailing of fillbuster-
Ing expeditions from the United States, and the
reported departure of the Horpet has not caused
that extreme excitement which characterizes
the press hore when they are ealled on to chro-
nicle nuything which they consider derogatory
to la dignilad Espanoln, The Preasa savs,
speaking of the departura: —

% % We hoave said it a thousand times—
these questions should be examined ealmly,
making very little use of charlatanism and
bravado. In the United States a fillbuster may
loud a vessel with those articles which best suit
his convenlenve, embark phsacogers, and
despateh vessel and eargo for some port in the
Antilles or the neighboring continent, and after-
wards give orders for It to change its course and
discharge its freight on the coast of Cuba,
The Governmeut of the United Siates has
nothing to do with o vessel daspatched
for Colon, Kingston, 8lsal, or Hondaras.
The Bpanish Government, if its cruisers
shonld encounter the vessel In 8panish waters,
or if the soldlers and volunteers who, in Cuba,
defend the cause of 8paln, should capture the
fillbusters, they may Inflict the chastlsement
they merit without fear of what forelgn Goyern-
ments may say or do in the premises. This is
the l}ru;w.r course, and we onght all to pursue
it, ndopting mensures that will insure the cap-
ture of the expeditionaries by onr land or naval
forces, which, by the way, Is not as dificult of
accomplishment us It appears,”

The Voz de¢ Cuba, in referring to the circum-
slance, snys:—

“The steamer Hornet Is entirely free, and it
is believed that hor destination Is the ecoast of
Cuba. Well, let her come: we are tired of list-
enlng to reports of fllbustering expeditions,
which, when prepured, do not leave; when they
leave, do nol arrlve; and If they arrive, disap-
pear as if the gronnd opened and swallowed
them. Letthem come In good thme all those
that wish; lot the fillbusters disembark by thou-
eands. Perhaps the Calrafacciosas will now
pluck up heart, and we will have the pleasure of
seelng thelr faces, and suceeed In defeating them
in formal combat.”

Three words only are necessary to reply to all
this fanfarronade:—Portal—Puerto Principe—
Las Tunas.

FROM THE WEST.

Retarn of Powell, the Colarndo Explorer.

CHICAGO, Sept. 2l.—Colonel J. W. Powell,
the Colorado explorer, retirned to this eity yos-
terdoy morning, having successfully travelled
the entire grand canon from Queen river, the
point wheres Colorndo debouchies into an open
plain, in the Territory of Arizona, from the point
where Colonel Powell's lnst letter was written.
The expedition descended over about four han-
dred miles between walls lmost vertlenl, rang-
ing from five hundred to fifteen hundred feet In
height, the exterlor of the canon bemng from
twenty-live hundred to four thonsand feet above
the bed of the river. More than two handred
waterfalls and coaseades, emptying themselves
over the walls of the canon into the maln river,
were seen in this diseriet, presenting almost
every varlety of natural seenery and geological
formation. The canon consists principatly of
limestone, sandstone, and granite, found only at
three places, and in limlted amount.

No discoveries of precions metals were made,
and no indieations of gold or silver found in the
bed of the river. One section of the canon was
proved 1o congist of very fine and beautifally
polished marble, which s at present entirely in-
accessible, The country traversed was barren
veyond description, and s pronounced by
Colonel Powell not susceptible of cultivation,
even by Irrigation.
